Heavy Damage Reported 


Brooks Takes Swimming 
Honors At Vulcan Meet 


Hail Storms Slash At 
District Crops Sunday 


Hail struck ut two widely separ¬ 
ated parts of the County of Vulcan 
on Sunday, with the main part of 
the storm causing damage up to 
100 per cent to thousands of acres 
of heavy crops as It swept in from 
Turner Valley area, hitting the 
Blackie district and roughly fol¬ 
lowing Highway 23 east and on to 
Milo in a mile-wide swath. 

A smaller storm earlier in the 
evening caused damage up to an 
estimated 30 per cent south-west 
of Vulcan. 

The storm that followed a path 
roughly 12 miles north of Vulcan 
jumped in several spots and veered 
south at times. The tremendous 
cloud formation that spawned 
several devastating hall storms in 
Alberta Sunduy evening was esti¬ 
mated by meteorologists to about 
42,000 feet in height and hail 
stones as big as baseballs fell in 
Some spots. According to one 
farmer of the Blackie district who 
lost 600 acres to the hall, the hail¬ 
stones in this area were the size 
of walnuts and literally stripped 
the heads from the standing crops 
as they fell. Farmers whose land 
borders Hignway 23 and the "cor¬ 
rection line” east to Milo were ap¬ 
parently in the centre of the storm 
as it swept eastward and suffered 
the. heaviest losses. Damage ranged 
down to about 25 per cent at the 
edges of the storm area. 

Crops that were wiped out in a 
few minutes were, in most cases, 
"the best in years," and the finan¬ 
cial loss to the farmers involved 
will be heavy.

U.S. Wheat Referendum 

Passing almost unnoticed in Canada, the other 
day, was the result of the U.S. referendum with re¬ 
spect to wheat marketing quotas; yet from the stand¬ 
point of North America as a whole, Canadian farmers 
should be very much interested in the decision reach¬ 
ed. It extends for another year, at the variable level 
of 75% to 90% of parity, a system of relatively high 
price supports which have, without doubt, encouraged 
the production of the vast stores of wheat now held 
in that country. Nor can we overlook the fact that 
it is from these same surplus stocks that are drawn 
the heavily subsidized cargoes of wheat and other 
grains which are finding their way to every quarter 
of the world under the U.S. Surplus Disposal and Bar¬ 
ter Programs—some of it in direct competition with 
Canadian Sales. 

These considerations aside, however, there is an¬ 
other interesting slant to the whole U.S. wheat grow¬ 
ing industry as we find it today. Over the years, be¬ 
cause of the 15 acre exemption with respect to mar¬ 
keting quotas, as well as the high support prices, 
farmers who should never have been growing wheat 
at all have been attracted to it. As a result, the num¬ 
ber of states designated as “commercial wheat grow¬ 
ing states” has steadily risen and now includes some 
which have no claim to growing wheat on a com¬ 
mercial scale for they are not suitable or economically 
desirable wheat growing areas at all. Such has been 
the swing toward wheat, in fact, that no less than 38 
out of the original 48 States are now in the “com¬ 
mercial wheat growing” category. 

As the U.S. Secretary of Agriculture has re¬ 
marked, past policy has been to “spread the wheat 
belt over all America, cutting back acres in high ef¬ 
ficiency areas and adding acres in areas of low ef¬ 
ficiency.” All of which, we suggest, does not seem 
to do much to solve the problems of surplus wheat 
on the North American Continent of which Canada 
is part.

At all clinics Polio vaccination will be given to all persons up 
to age 40, wishing it. 

These well-baby clinics are held for the purpose of weighing 
and measuring Infants and toddlers, and discussing any pro¬ 
blems with parents regarding feeding, training and general care. 
Your child should be immunized at the following times: Start¬ 
ing at three months old, three doses, at monthly Intervals, with 
a combined vaccine containing diphtheria, tetanus, whooping 
cough and poliomyelitis. (D.P.T. Polio Vaccine) Booster doses 
of the above vaccine should be given at the following ages, 12 
to 18 months, 3 years, and about 5 years. 

Smallpox vaccination should be started any time after three 
months of age and before the child is one year old with revac¬ 
cination taking place every fifth year thereafter. 

When a child attends school the Health Unit assumes respon¬ 
sibility for maintaining Immunization provided the parents sign 
the appropriate consent form which will be submitted to them.
